It is true this 
application claims foreign priority to Aug. 14, 2002, but the claim rejected in view of Trimble is not supported by the foreign priority date 
because some of the claimed features were not mentioned in the foreign priority document. One such claimed feature is "keys 
electronically actions its associated lock", applicants only mentioned mechanical keys with mechanical key shafts in the foreign priority 
document to mechanically actuate locks. Therefore, the Trimble et al. reference is a prior art reference because the claim rejected does not 
have priority to Aug. 14, 2002. 
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
